VLATKO BELIC — Has returned from the illness which 
earlier this season threatened his career, but his perform- 
ances suggest he has never been away. 

JOHN YZENDOORN — Another player whose career 
might end with the cup final after being coaxed back by 
Juventus in its time of need. Never let the team down once.

Tough road ahead 


for Brunswick

THE most poignant 
moment for big Brian 
Brown came with his 
Brunswick Juventus 
team down and nearly 
out at half-time in that 
dramatic relegation 
duel against Preston 
Makedonia. 

As Brown left the field 
for that half-time break, a 
supporter leaned over the 
fence and yelled: ‘Hey, 
Number Four, you 
shouldn’t even be playing 
for Juventus!” 

“T’ve never let suppor- 
ters get to me like that 
before”’, Brown admitted 
afterwards. 

“But that left me feel- 
ing angry, and very hurt’, 
the burly Scot told ASW. 

That is hardly surpris- 
ing since Brown, the same 
man who trudged from 
Olympic Village a beaten 
man two weeks back, isn’t 
what you’d consider a 
quitter. 

It was, after all, Brown 
who captained the club to 
its memorable 1985 NSL 
title win. 

He has also led Juven- 
tus to Southern Division, 
Dockerty Cup and Italian 
Cup triumphs in the past 
three seasons. 

Even Brown under- 
stands the fickle nature of 
sport, and he knew that 
with Juve’s relegation, 
feeling would run deep 
with club supporters in 
this its dismal 40th 
anniversary season. 

“But the thing is that 
he didn’t even know my 
name’’, Brown explained. 

“People can question 
my ability, but it hurts 
when they (the fans) ques- 
tion my commitment to 
the club’’, the former 
Juventus ‘‘Best and 
Fairest” told me. 

How quickly the 
mighty have fallen and 
how quickly they forget 


For Brown, the 1988 
Beach Fashions Cup final 
might well be his NSL 
swansong, as it could also 
be for the likes of Peter 
Laumets and John Yzen- 
doorn. 

Brown acknowledges 
as much, but he is pre- 
pared to fight in the 
Victorian State League 
next year for the sake of 
the club.. 

He and gutsy Gary 
McDowall spent the Sun- 
day evening after that 
fateful Preston game 
‘‘drowning their sor- 
rows’”’. 

They weren’t the only 
ones. 

All around Melbourne, 
life-long fans of the 
famous Victorian Juven-

tus team spent the night 
mourning their team’s 
passing from Australia’s 
elite Soccer competition, 

The Olympic Village 

home hoodoo had struck 
for the second successive 
year. 
Club president Dome- 
nic Tenuta was still put- 
ting on his brave front 
five days after the Preston 
game, but he admitted 
the shock was still setting 
in. 


“We did our best but 
...’’, mused the usually 
talkative Juventus 
supremo. 

Tenuta said there had 
not been as much nega- 
tive reaction as he had ex- 
pected after Juve’s 
demise. 


‘“‘Had we been rele- 
gated in the same form as 
we started the year I think 
things might have been 
worse’, he told ASW. 


“But I think the club’s 
supporters can see that 
we at least tried to do 
something about it and 
we went down kicking 
and fighting.” 


Despite the gloom mer- 
chants who are predicting 
that relegation will spell 
the end for Juventus, 
Tenuta believes the club 
will take inspiration from 
the likes of St George, 
Sydney Olympic and 
Heidelberg, which have 
all suffered the same fate, 
and have come back to 
fight another day. 


‘*But’’, he conceded, 
“we are resigned to losing 
some players next season. 

“On the positive side, 
however, this business 
might give us a chance to 
consolidate the club and 
our new ground at Bruns- 
wick.” 

Juventus will certainly 
face an exodus of players 
from its ranks. 

Already South Mel- 
bourne Hellas is in- 
terested in Joe Palatsidis 
and Mehmet Durakovic 
has been chased by

Footscray for two years. 

Gary McDowall, who 
should still be a senior 
Socceroo, will have no 
trouble getting a club. 

If I know McDowall at 
all, he’ll come back better 
than ever. 

Others, like veterans 
Peter Laumets and John 
Yzendoorn, mightn’t be 
City; Lae 

Laumets, out of the 
game for six months be- 
fore being picked up by 
Juve, deserves to play 
NSL, but mightn’t get the 
chance with one less Mel- 
bourne club in the league. 

Yzendoorn, called 
back to the club in its 
hour of need after retiring 
last year, makes no bones 
about his future. 

“I’ve never, ever 
wanted to go back to the 
State League’’, he ex- 
plained. 

Big Brown believes he 
won’t get picked up by 
another NSL club, which 
makes him all the more 
determined to go out a 
winner with a cup win- 
ners’ medal against Apia. 

Socceroos Andrew Zin- 
ni and Mike Petersen are 
“‘certainties’’ to go to 
other NSL clubs, but that 
still leaves players of the 
calibre of Charlie Egan, 
Scott Patterson, Sean 
Lane, Fabio Incantalupo 
and Vlatko Belic to pon- 
der their futures. 

If nothing else it will be 
an interesting close-sea- 
son at Juventus. 

Manfred Schaefer, who 
did his absolute level best 
to lift Brunswick from the 
relegation mire, has all 
but finished his stint at 
the club, and he too will 
be determined to go out a 
winner in the cup final. 

For Juventus, the NSL 
has come and gone but 
the 1985 title triumph will 
always be recalled as 
probably its greatest in 40 
years. 

Three years down the 
road and the club is in 
tatters, but the repercus- 
sions are still to come.

24-year-old NSW and Australian 
representative. 


LAWRIE McKINNA — Moved from Heidelberg Alexander 
United at the beginning of the season amid much praise from 
the Apia camp.

Round 1 v Marconi-Fairfield 


APIA accounted for their arch-rivals Mar- 
coni 2-1 at Bossley Park.

Amo Bertogna might have put the national cham- 
pions ahead three minutes after half-time but sent 
his header just over the crossbar.

A defensive mix-up in the Croatia defence saw 
Ward presented with a golden opportunity. . .he 
made no mistake. 

The Edensor Park side had actually the better of 
play early and took the lead after 20 minutes 
through rampant Robbie Slater. Manis Lamond 
jinked past Kurt Reynolds and sent a cross to the far 
post where Alan Hunter’s header found Slater div- 
ing in to head home. 

But Croatia found in Terry Greedy a more than 
formidable opponent in the Apia goal and for all 
their territorial superiority, could not find the 
second important strike. 

In fact both Greedy and his young counterpart at 
the opposite end, Anthony Franken, excelled in the 
slippery going at Marconi Stadium. 

Apia came out with all guns blazing in the second 
half and grabbed the equaliser in the 64th minute 
when substitute Mark Brown, vindicating his 
coach’s faith in bringing him on, slipped into attack 
and slid a delightful pass into the path of Alex 
Bundalo, his cross was met by a superb diving 
header from Hilton Phillips and the scores were 
level. 

Both sides set themselves for the ensuing 30 mi- 
nute extra-time period where a hero in the shape of 
Gary Ward emerged. 

Not only did he bob up for the all-important 
winner, he also prevented what looked a certain 
equaliser just five minutes from the end. Mark 
Jones, destined not to score, stuck a piledriver at 
goal with Greedy, for once, beaten — only to see 
Ward dive full-length and clear the ball off the line.
